olonies, viz. Plymouth, Maſſachuſets,and Conneticor. 

On the Welt Coaſt of New-England, by the Sea-ſide, are many Ex« 
lib Towns ; as firſt Weſtcheſter, about 20 Miles from New Tort :

N the bottom of M:ſſa:huſets Bay, is Boiton, and 15 the Metropolisof 

Maſſachuſcts Colony, or rather of the whole Country, {1tuated upon 
a Peninſula , about tour miles in Compals ; almolt ſquare, and 
invironed with the Sea, ſaving one ſmall Iſthmus, which gives ac- 
ceſs by Land to other Towns: On the South-ſide, the Town hath two 
Hills of equal height, on the Fronticr part thereof next the Sea; the 
one well Fortified on the Superficies with ſome Artilery mounted 
commanding any Ship as ſhe Sails into the Harbour, within the till 
Bay : The other Hill hatha ſtrong Battery built with whole Tim- 
ber, and fiIPd with Earth. At the deſcent of the Hill, in the extream- 
eſt part thereof, betweeen theſe two ſtrong Arms, lies a large Cove 
or Bay, o1 which the chiefeſt part of the Town is built; to the North. 
welt 1s a Iigh Mountain, that out-tops all with its three rifing Hills 
on the Summir, called 7ramonnt ; this is furniſhed with a Beacon, and 
great Guns, (as may be ſcen in the Proſpect of the Town, hereunto 
Annexed : ) from hence you may over-look all the Iſlands in the Bay, 
and deſcry ſuch Ships as are upon the Coaſt. The Houſes are, for 
the moſt part, raiſed upon the Sea-Banks, and are Wharfcd out 
with great Induſtry and Coſt, many of them ſtanding upon Plles, 
cloſe together on each ſide, as in London, and furniſhed with many 
fair Shops; their Materials are Brick, Stone, Lime, handſomly con- 
trived, with three Meeting-Houſes, and a Town-Houſe built upon 
Pillars, where the Merchants may Confer ; in the Chambers above, 
they keep their Monthly Courts. Their Streets are many and large, 
Paved with Pebble-ſtone ; and the South-ſide adorned with Gardens 
and Orchards. The Town is Rich and very Populous, much fre- 
quented by Strangers ; here is the Dwelling-Houſec of their Governour. 

On the Northweft and Northeaſt, two conſtant Fairs are kept for 


daily Traftiquethereunto : On the South there is a ſmall but pleaſant 
Common, where the Gallants a little betare Sur ith the 
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\armalet Madams, ( as they do here in 1Moor-fields ) till the Nine-a- 
Clock Bell rings them Home to their reſpective Habitations ; when 
preſently the Conſtables walk their Rounds to ſee good Orders kept, 
and to take up looſe People. 

Two milcs from the Town, at a place called Muddy River, the 
Inhavitantz have Farms, to which belongs rich Arrable Grounds and 
Meadows, where they keep their Cattle in the Summer, and bring them 
to Boon in the VVinter. The Harbour before the Town 1s fiiled 
with Ships and other Veſſels, for molt part of the Year. 

Hinzhimis aTown ſituated upon the Sea-Coalts,Southeaſt of Charles 
River ; there is great ſtore of T imber, Deal-boards, Malſts tor Ships, 
white Cedar, and Fiſh is here to be had. 

Dedham, an Inland Town, ten miles from Bo#on, in the County 
of Suffolk, well watered with many pleaſant Streams, and abounding 
with Garden-Fruit; the Inhabitants are Husbandmen, more than a

The Town of Waymonth lies open to the Sea, on the Eaſt Rocks

itiruted Governour by Patent, and T hom.cs Goff Deputy-G: vernour of 
the ſaid Company, the re{t Aſſiſtants. 

That part of New-Enzland granted to theſe ſorementioned Gentle- 
men, lieth and cxtendeth betvveen the great River Merrimach, and 
the often frequented Charles River, being ina bottom of a Bay called 
Maſſachuſets Bay, arid alſo thoſe Lands vvithin three miles to the 
South pars of Maſſachaſcts Bay, andall thoſe Lands vvhich lie vvithin 
the ſpace of three Exzlifþ miles to the Northvvard of the River Mer- 
r/mach, or to the Northvvard of any and every part thereof, and all 
Lands whatſoever vvithin the Limits aforeſaid, North and Sourh in 
Latitude ; and in Breadth and Lengthand Longitude of and vvithin 
all the Main Land there, from the Atlantick and Weſtern Sea and O- 
cean on the Eaſt part, to the South Sea on the Welt part ; and all 
Lands, Grounds, Places, Soils; Woods and Groves, Havens, Ports, 
Rivers, Waters, Fiſhings, and Hereditaments whatſoever , lying 
within the forcſaid Lands, Limits, and every Part and Parcel thereot, 
and alſo all T{lands lying in Amrr:ca, in the Seas aforefaid, or cither of 


Lands. Allo all Mines and Minerals, as well Royal of Gold, Silver, 


them on the Weſtern and Eaſtern Ceafts, or part of the {aid TraCtsot 


holden of the Eaſt Mannor of Greezaw:ch, in Com. Kent, in free and 
common Soccage, yielding and paying to the King the fifth part of 
the Ore of Gold and Silver, which ſhall be found at any time. 

This Colony of the Maſſachyſets, i5 a Body Corporated and Poli- 
tick in Fact, by the Name of the Governour and Company of the 
Maſſachufſets Bay in New-Enzland. 

That there ſhall be one Governour, and Deputy Governour, and 
eightcen Aſſiſtants, of the ſame Company. 

That the Governour, and Deputy-Governour, Aſſiſtants, and all 
other Officers, to be choſen from among(t the Freemen the laitWednel- 


| day in Eaitcr Term yearly, in the General Court. 


The Governour to take his Corporal Oath, to be true and Faithful 
tothe Government, and to give the ſame Oath to the other Officers. 
To hold aCourt once aMonth,& any ſeven to be a ſufficient Court. 


And that there ſhall be four General Courts kept in Term time, and one great 
General and Solemn Aſſembly, to mike Laws and Ordinances ; fo that they be 
not Contrary and Repvgenant to the Laws and Statures of the Realm of England, 
In the Year 1646, they drew vp a Body of their Laws, for the well ordcring 
their Commonwealth, as they not long ſince termed it. 

The Military part of their Commonwealth is Governed by one Major General, 
and three Scrjeant-Majors. To the Major General bclongeth the Town of 
Boſton ,to the Scrjcant-Majors belongs the four Counties, but with ſubmiſffion ro 
the Major-General. The firſt Scrjcant-Major choſen for the County of Swfolk 
was Major G:bb:ins ;, for the County of Afrddlſex, Major Scagmwick ;, for the 
County of Effex and Norfoik, Major Denniſon.
